AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SPECIAL ORDINANCE 
S-138-75 REGARDING CHANGE IN SALARY GRADE 
FOR EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICE TECHNICIAN. 


WHEREAS, heretofore on July 22, 1975 the Common Council of 
the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, passed Special Ordinance 
S-138-75, which Ordinance was duly presented to the Mayor 
of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, and approved and signed 
by said Mayor on July 23, 1975; and 

WHEREAS, said Ordinance under SECTION 1 thereof. Group 
III (37) classifies Emergency Medical Service Technicians 
under Salary Grade 6 of the City of Fort Wayne Salary Admin¬ 
istration Plan; and 

WHEREAS, it is now demonstrated that Emergency Medical 
Services Technicians have been misclassified and a grave 
inequity exists with respect to their salary grade; and 

WHEREAS, there exists a high turnover of personnel in 
said Emergency Service Technicians; and 

WHEREAS, a review of the job descriptions for Emergency_ 
Medical Technicians now shows that considerable more training, 
extra skill and expertise is required of an Emergency Medical 
Service Technician than was contemplated under said Ordinance 
No. S-138-75; and 

WHEREAS, there are adequate funds now held in Emergency 
Medical Services General Fund to cover the proposed change in 
Salary Grade as hereinafter enacted; 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Special Ordinance No. S-138-75 be amended 
to change the classification groupings based upon common areas 
of skill and responsibility grouping III (37) to show Emer¬ 
gency Medical Service Technician, Grade 7, instead of Grade 6. 

SECTION 2. In all other respects except as herein amended 
said Ordinance No. S-138-75 shall remain in full force and 
effect and as amended by this Ordinance shall be in full 
force and effect for the year from and after the 1st day of 
January, 1976. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect 
from and after its passage and approval by the, Mayor.
